OF  SCHOOLS

School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Dorchester  School 
District : 

Gentlemen : 

I  hereby  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Super- 
intendent of  Schools. 

Nellie  M.  Ashley  is  teacher  at  Cheever  and  Alma 
E.  Bacon  at  North  Dorchester.  The  work  of  both 
schools  is  carefully  inspected  and  a  credit  to  the  dis- 
trict. The  district  has  one  pupil  in  the  Canaan  ele- 
mentary school,  one  at  Plymouth  High  and  one  at 
Bristol  high  school. 

The  school  board's  budget  appears  with  this  re- 
port. The  total  budget  is  $2,599.00  an4  after  deduct- 
ing $735.46  for  anticipated  state  aid,  tuition,  etc.,  the 
net  amount  asked  to  be  raised  by  taxation  is  $1,863.54. 
Now  that  the  district  is  state  aided  there  is  no  financial 
advantage  in  paying  less  than  the  average  direct  cost 
of  operating  the  schools.  The  present  teachers  sal- 
aries are  low. 

The  advisability  of  selling  school  houses,  comes  up 
from  time  to  time.  The  proceeds  from  such  sales  are 
generally  small,  and  the  district  losing  control  of  them 
there  is  generally  the  possibility  of  an  obligation  of 
transportation  later  arising. 

The  North  Dorchester  school  needs  to  be  shingled 
this  summer.
